Local arrangements have now been 
nearly completed for the St. Louis meet- 
ings, beginning with December 28 and 
running through convocation week.

Ample rooms for all 
the sections of the American Association 
and for the affiliated societies are provided, 
and a suggestion made in Science early in 
the year has been acted on by furnishing 
each section with a lounging room, adjoin- 
ing its meeting room. The officials of the 
board of education have cooperated with 
the principal of the school and the local 
committee in adapting the rooms to the 
purposes of the meeting by substitution of 
seats for desks in many rooms, and by the
